DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this appUcation is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on November 18, 2003 has been entered. 
Claim 1 and 3-9 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aikawa. 
The first continuous inlet space BP2 has a cross-sectional flow area that changes along a length 
thereof at aperture 56. Regarding claims 5 and 8-9, a second continuous inlet space BP6 has a 
cross-sectional flow area that changes along a length thereof at aperture 57. 

Response to Arguments 

The drawings objection is withdrawn. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn. 
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The terminal disclaimer filed on October 20, 2003 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,491,092 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The anticipatory rejections in view of Sonoda et al, Aikawa et al (5,651,268), Torigoe et 
al (US) and Nishishita are withdrawn. 

The rejections in view of Osthues et al is withdrawn. 

The claims do not recite with specificity how or where the cross-sectional flow area 
decreases.
